Group I, claim(s) 1 and 3-5, drawn to a method of manufacturing a retainer for a roller 
bearing. 

Group II, claim(s) 2 and 6-8, drawn to another method of manufacturing a retainer for a 
roller bearing. 



The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The invention of Group I concerns the technical features related to the process 
steps of forming a retainer requiring the step of forming a portion corresponding to the 
radially outer end portion of the second intermediate material as the collar portion or a 
collar portion element for forming the collar portion which is not required by the Group II. 
The invention of Group II concerns the technical features related to the process steps of 
forming a retainer requiring the step of cutting off the radially outer end portion which is 
not required by Group I.
